WASHINGTON, May 14.—The ad.- 
ministration steam-roller flattened 
Senator Huey P. Long in impressive 
fashion today, as the Senate, by a 
vote of 62 to 20, rejected the “King- 
fish’s” resolution for an investiga- 
tion of his charges of graft and 
favoritism against Postmaster-Gen- 
eral James A. Farley. Long’s spec- 
tacular presentation of new sworn 
charges, less than an hour before 
the ballot, failed to change any 
votes. The administration was in 
full control, 

Long was the only Democrat to 
vote for his resolution, although 
Wheeler of Montana was paired in 
its favor. . Borah and Johnson, Re- 
publicans, and Shipstead, Farmer- 
Labor, voted against the resolution. 
Both Missouri Senators, Clark and 
Truman, also voted against an in- 
vestigation. 

After the vote there was a per- 
sistent report that Democratic leac- 
ers had promised to call’ certain 
witnesses named by Long before 
the Postoffice Committee, which 
had reported adversely on the res- 
olution. Senator McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, who spoke for an investi- 
gation and then voted against it, 
said he did so because he under- 
stood such would be the commit- 
tee’s procedure. However, he ad- 
mitted that no promise had been 
made to him, and no official cor- 
roboration was forthcoming. 


Reconsideration Blocked. 

On the contrary, immediately 
after the result of the balloting was 
announced, Democratic Leader 
Robinson and Chairman McKellar 
of the Postoffice Committee, exe- 
cuted a neat parliamentary trick 
to prevent the matter from being 
resurrected. Robinson moved to 
reconsider the vote, and before he 
resumed his seat, McKellar moved 
that the motion be tabled, and it 
was. That means it cannot be 
called up again. 

The vote through which the Sen- 
ate Democrats sought, by. implica- 
tion, to exonerate Farley, was 
watched from the gallery by two 
women who had offered, through 
affidavits, to appear before a Sen- 
ate committee and testify that Far- 
ley had a secret working arrange 
ment with James A. Stewart & Co., 
builders, concerning the allotment 
of Government contracts.

Damage by City Air Mixtures

Western dust storms are more spec- 
tacular but less damaging to health 


than the seasonal “smogs” of cities, 


according to a study made at the 


Mellon Institute. 


Even the massing of automobiles 


in cities is thought to tar their at- 


mospheres. The smogs—scientific 


name for a mixture of smoke and 


fog--occur six to 12 times yearly. 


In them air-born solid particles may 


increase eight to 10 fold.

LAWRENCE OF ARABIA 
BADLY HURT IN CRASH 


Serious Condition After 
Motorcycle Collides With 
Boy on Bicycle. 


In

WOOL, DORSETSHIRE, En- 
gland, May 14.—Col. Thomas. E., 
Lawrence—Lawrence of Arabia— 
who lined up the Arab tribes on the 
side of the allies against the Cen- 
tral Powers in the World War, 
was seriously hurt in a motorcycle 
accident last night. He was taken 
to a military hospital, apparently 
not badly hurt, but later a_ staff 
captain at Bovington Camp, near 
the hospital, said he was “in a crit- 
ical condition, suffering from con- 
cussion.” 

At noon today he was reported to 
be still unconscious but “holding his 
own.” 

Two special nurses were 
moned from Bournemouth and 
three physicians flew here from 
London with Lawrence's parents 
and relatives. 

Maj-Gen. J. W. West, honoary 
surgeon to King George, was called 
into consultation late this after- 
noon. 

“It has now been ascertained that 
Shaw has a fractured skull,” an at- 


sum- 


tache at the hospital said. “His 
condition is very serious.” 
Lawrence’s brother, who was 


abroad, started to fly home. 

Strict censorship was clamped 
down since the accident occurred 
on War Office property, but it was 
understood Lawrence was flung 130 
feet from his motor cycle by the 
force of the impact. He was found 
lying with his left shoulder embedd- 
ed in the ground. 

The accident occurred last night 
at Cloud’s Hill, near Lawrence's 
cottage at the north end of More- 
ton, His motorcycle crashed into 
a bicycle ridden by a boy and both 
riders were thrown to the ground, 

“So far as we can learn, nobody 
actually saw the accident,” the 
staff captain said, “but he (Law- 
rence) was riding a motorcycle at 
the time. The boy who was riding 
the bicycle, Albert Hargreaves, also 
is in the hospital suffering from 
concussion.” 

Lawrence was booked at the hos- 
pital under his adopted name, T. E, 
Shaw, which he assumed to avoid 
publicity after his Arabian ex- 
ploits had aroused world-wide at- 
tention. Seeking anonymity, he 
enlisted in the Royal Air Force for 
a 10-year term and as a mechanie 
assumed the role of Aircraftsman 
Shaw. His term of enlistment ex- 
pired last March and he rented his 
cottage near Moreton.

OMNIBUS BANK BILL § 
ATTACKED AT HEARING 


E. E. Brown, Chicago, Says It 
Gives Reserve Board Too 
Much Power, 


WASHINGTON, May 14.—Edwaréd 
E. Brown, president of the First 
National Bank of Chicago, before 
the Senate Banking Committee to- 
day said the Eccles omnibus bank 
bill would permit the Federal Re- 
serve Board to force banks to ab- 
sorb on any terms whatever Gov- 
ernment bond issue the administra- 
tion wished to put out. 

Brown declared the bill gave such 
sweeping powers to the Federal Re- 
serve Board that nct only could it 
compel the banks to absorb “un- 
welcome”’ Government issues, but 
could back it up with threats to 
change the reserve requirements 
of the member banks. 

“T am afraid the board would be 
likely to force Government obliga- 
tions upon the banks which the in- 
vesting public would be unwilling 
to take,” he said, 

A warning against centralizing 
currency contrcel in the Federal Re- 
serve Board without advice of the 
regional governors was given the 
committee by Francis M. Law, for- 
mer president of the American 
Bankers’ Association. 

He was joined in his criticism of 
the bill by Henry H. Heimann of 
New York, executive manager of 
the National Association cf Credit 
Men, who dceclared 75 per cent of 
the 18,000 members of his organi- 
zation had expressed opposition to 
the legislation. 4 

Urging a revision of the section 
of the House bill, which gave re- 
gional governors only advisory au- 
rthority in open market operations, 
‘law declared these advisers “will 
have no real authority and I am 
convinced that they should have 
real authority.”

It is my purpose, tonight to state 
a few simple facts whick, I hope| 
will contribute to a clearer under- | 
standing of the monetary policy of | 
the United States.

TI shall merely 
tell you what was done, why, and 
the effect. 

In order to examine the record in 
logical sequence, it is necessary to 
review, briefly, the background of 
our present problems. Foreign 
trade has, from the beginning, been 
an important factor in the business 
of the American people.

_ the 18 years immediately preceding 


the outbreak of the World War, wi 
exported $31,000,000,000 worth of 
merchandise, almost all of which 
was paid for with goods and ser- 
vices that we received. The net gold 
movement to us was relatively 
small, amounting to $174,000,000. 
Foreigners invested in the United 
States, during those years, two 
billion dollars: Americans invested 
abroad, one billion dollars. At the 
outbreak of the World War. the! 
American people owed the world! 
three billion dollars more than for- 
eigners owed us. That was what 
the ledger showed on July 1, 1914.

Net Increase of Exports. 


With the beginning of the World 
War, a tremendous change took} 
place. From July of 1914 to the end 
of 1922, we exported $47,000,000.000 
worth of merchandise. Mich of 
this was paid for with goods. ser- 
vices and gold, but there remained 
due us a halance of $19.000.000.000 
for which we took mostly promises 
to pay. 

Now note the contrast In the 
previous 18-year period, with our 
country one of the world's attrac- 
tive fields for capital investment. 
we drew in about one billion dollars 
net from abroad, but when we be- 
came a creditor nation, the het out- 
flow of capital reached $19.000.000-

Gold Standard Penalty. 

During 1932 England increased 
her share of the world trade by 16 
over the previous year 
and Japan by 29 per cent. To say 
that we merely shared in world- 
wide misfortune is not entirely ac- 
curate, because our snare included 
an additional penalty for remaining 
on the old gold standard. 

While total world export trade 
declined, those countries which 
promptly went off gold increased 
their share of what remained. 

Some of the countries became 
alarmed hecause they could see the 
bottoms of their gold bins. They 
and others exerted pressure to have 
foreign credits called home.

explained that several of the Pat- 
man bill supporters in the Senate | 
had been suddenly called away and | 
/that if the bill was released it 
might be back again with a veto 
in an hour or two. 

“It might compel us to put on a 
filibuster until our friends ‘ got 
back,” he said. 

' “We want to make the best show-_ 
ing We can. even if we can't over- 

.ride the veto,” he added. 

_ The Patman bill spokesman said 
he did not know of any changes in | 
the Senate which would alter the | 
lineup on a vote on the veto. Ad- | 
ministration leaders are counting 
on at least 35 votes to sustain the 
President. 

The Democratic leaders said thev | 
expected the veto message to stres- 
the monetary features of the Pat- 
man bill and to reiterate Rodse- 
velt’'s previous contention that the 
destitute. unemployed have first 
consideration in the dispensing of 
Federal funds. 

May End Action at Session. 

Some Republican leaders, who |! 
proposed a few davs ago that the 
Vinson cash payment plan advanced [| 
by the American Legion should be 
pushed in the event the Patman 
bill failed, said privately that 4 
Senate vote upholding a veto might 
Put. an’ end to bonus legislation at 
this session. | 

The Vinson bill, which both the | 
House and Senate rejected in favor 
of the Patman plan, would pay the 
honus immediately and in full, but 
would leave the method of pav- 
ment open. Most advocates of the 
Vinson plan said it probably would 
have resulted in the issuance of 
Government bonds to raise money 
for the veterans. 

Some Senate advocates of bonus 
payment favored a drive to put 
over still another plan in the event 
that the Patman bill is vetoed and 
the veto upheld. This measure 
would propose alternate methods of 
finacing, under which the Presi- 
dent could choose between issuing 
new currency or raising the monev 
from other sources. 

A stream of. messages urging | 
President Roosevelt to approve or 
veto the Patman bill continued. to 
pour into the White House today. 
The White House reported that a 
larger proportion of the messages 
received in the last 24 hours fav- 
ored a veto. No figures were given.

Small wonder that 
Comiskey felt © bitterly. against 
Johnson at the dismemberment of 
his club, for which Johnson's ac- 
tivity in unearthing the frauds of 
1919 virtually was responsible.

EARLY PHILIPPINE 
RETURNS 25 101 
FOR INDEPENDENCE 


Sweeping Victory Indicated 
for Commonwealth to Be 


Establisned Later in the 


Year.

MANILA, May 15.—Early election 
returns today indicate the  Fili- 
pinos, with women balloting for 
the first time, voeed by a margin of 
probably 25 to « to ratify the Con- 
stitution of the proposed Common- 
wealth Government. 

First returns indicate more than 
1,000,000 votes were cast. 

Bulletins from: all sections of the 
Philippine Archipelago gave an in- 
comnlete count today of 438,847 
votes for the Consticution, and 11, 
089 against it. 

It was the first step toward com: 
plete independence from the Unit 
ed States, to be granted after 14 
years of preparation under the 
commonwealth which will be es 
tablished late this year. 

Ne Disorders. 

The plebiscite held yesterday, was 
peaceful. There were no disorders 
like the uprising of the Sakdalistas 
or immediate independent advo 
cates, in whose revolt May 2, 60 per-

LAVAL AND STALIN. 
TALK TWO HOURS 
ON PEACE OUTLOOK 


Frenchman First Foreign 
Minister Ever Received 
by Soviet Dictator— In- 


terview in Kremlin. 


By the Associated Press, 

MOSCOW, May 14.—Foreign Min- 
ister Laval of France met Joseph 
Stalin, dictator of Soviet Russia, 
and talked with him for more than 
two hours today on the prospects 
for peace in Eastern Europe. 

It was understood Laval ex- 
plained his hopes that the new 
French-Russian mutual assistance 
agreement might serve as the basis 
for an Eastern European security 
system embracing all interested na- 
tions. 

Present at the interview in the 
Kremlin, in addition to Stalin and 
Laval, were Vyacheslaff Molotoff, 
president of the People's Commis 
sars, Maxim Litvinoff, Commissar 
for Foreign Affairs, Laval’s host; 
the Russian Ambassador to Paris, 
the French Envoy to Moscow and 
experts of the two nations. 

The interview took place in Molo 
toff’s office, the same room where 
Stalin talked with Capt. Anthony 
Eden, British Lord Privy Seal, late 
in March. Laval was the first For 
eign Minister ever to be received 
by the Communist leader. 

New Pact Discussed. 

A new plan for _ strengthening 
Eastern European security through 
a pact in which all countries might 
participate emerged today from 
conferences between Laval, and 
Litvinofgf. 

The plan contemplated that signa- 
tories would give pledges against 
aggression and assistance for an 
aggressor and agree to consult with 
one another when hostilities were 
threatened. 

In the view of Russians and the 
French such a pact admittedly 
would be an alternative to mutual 
armed assistance agreements, which 
they would prefer. 

However, it was believed Germ

It was Pilsudski’s intention, then, to bequeath Po- 
land a military dictatorship. The army is all-power- 
ful in Poland (one-third of the national revenue goes 
annually to its support), but the uncertainty that 
attends the passing of a dictator is indicated by the 
massing of police and military forces to prevent dis- 
turbances after the Marshal's death became known. 

It is in many ways an ironic ending for the indom- 
itable old fighter’s career. Joseph Pilsudski began as 
a flaming revolutionary, a radical who hated tyranny, 
a stanch advocate of liberty. He suffered imprison- 
ment, exile, all manner of hardship to redeem Poland 
from its dismemberment in the eighteenth century 
by Russia, Prussia and Austria. A gallant soldier. 
he fought for Polish freedom before, during and after 
the World War. When it had been won, he played 
an important part in’ rebuilding the shattered coun- 
try and winning for it a place as a major nation. He 
deserves the tributes now being paid to him as one of 
Poland’s greatest heroes. 


The ‘post-war years were trying times for democ- 
racy, particularly so in the new Polish natidn. Al- 
though his country’s traditions of liberty were among 
the oldest in.Europe, Pilsudski at length found it ex- 
pedient to upset its democratic institutions and take 
to htmself greater power than had been held by many 
of Poland’s medieval Kings. It cannot be said that he 
made the move out of personal vanity or desire for 
power; he considered it the wisest’ course for Po- 
land's welfare. It is a saddening commentary on 
political liberty in our generation that a fiery revo- 
lulionury of a past day should thus terminate his 
lifes span as a “Mand on horseback.”

Let us hope that the relationship just set 
up between ‘the Business Advisory Council 
and the administration will work as well. 
It happens to be based on the same principle. 
The Council of Business Men are presumably 
to be told in advance about important mat- 
ters of policy affecting business. They are 
to argue them out with the responsible of- 
ficials. Disagreements are to be taken on 
appeal, so to speak, to the President, and 
then if the business men are still at odds 
with the administration, they are to be free 
to publish their objections and warn the 
country. 

If this is a correct version of the agree- 
ment worked out with the President by the 
chairman of the council, H: P. Kendall. it 
has in it interesting possibilities of genuine- 
ly better relations between business men 
and the Government.

The existing relations are obviously un- 
satisfactory. How do business. men make 


their opinions felt at Washington? , 

One way is for somebody to see somebody. 
For business men, this method of influenc- 
ing government never works as effectively 
under a Democratic as under a Republican 
administration, because Democratic Presi- 
dents tend to be somewhat more suspicious, 
or afraid of, or cautious about, what their 
spellbinders call The Interests. 

One of the few important differences be- 
tween the two great parties is that they 
have a somewhat different idea of who's 
who among the Somebodies. The Democrats 
have many interests, outside of business, 
to be pleasant to, such as agriculture and 
organized labor and whatnot, and somehow 
or other a Democratic President's schedule 
of appointments seems to become cluttered 
up. 
Then there is the lobby, about which so 
much has been written that little remains 
to be said. The trouble with lobbies is that 
when political Washington has its face set 
toward the morning and is feeling pure and 
elated, as it so often does when the Demo- 
crats are in power, there is a great risk 
that it will turn on the lobbyists and bite 
their heads off. This happened under 
Woodrow Wilson and has happened again 
under Franklin Roosevelt. When it happens, 
lobbyists turn out to be an awful liability. 
Even the most upright and _ disinterested 
servants of the public interest, who seek 
nothing. but the preservation of the Consti- 
tution and the savings of widows and or- 
phans, are inhibited by the fear that a 
Senate committee will call for their expense 
accounts and their private letter files.

Then there is propaganda, otherwise 
known as education in public relations. It 
has its uses, but also it has its disadvan- 
tages. Sometimes, and the present is one 
of the times, propaganda may have the 
game result as throwing a bucket of kero- 
sene on an already hot fire..

This makes the victims of the reso- 
lutions so scornful that even when the reso- 
lutions have meaning, the victims feel that 
they must show their mettle by ignoring 
them,

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| Yet it is obvious that government cannot 
|) goon legislating on matters vital to business 
, Without consulting business men at every 
important step. How to make that consul- 
tation effective is the problem. If it is to 
| be genuinely effective, the consultation 
| ought to take place before an administra- 
tion is publicly committed to a policy. For 
after that, politics and human nature being 
what they are, each attempt to be reason- 
able looks like a humiliating defeat and is 
so described immediately by the opposition. 
Now, it has long been the practice to have 
advisory committees. Mr. Hoover had hun- 
dreds of them during his 12 years in Wash- 
ington, and a business man who did not 
find himself on one of them had good reason 
to feel slighted. It would be altogether un- 
true to say that all the advisory committee- 
men have been stuffed shirts, but I have 
met few who did not feel that they were 
being treated as if they were. Much 
too often, and usually on the most impor- 
tant subjects, the advisers were advised 
about what had heen decided by’ reading 
the newspapers. Thereafter, they could pre- 
tend to like it or they could tell their friends 
they did not like it. 


Now no one can be an adviser who does 
not know a few days in advance what is 
going to happen. Apparently Mr. Kendall 
and the President have agreed on that. No 
one can be an adviser who is not given a 
chance to advise before the decision is made. 
Apparently that has been agreed upon, too. 
Finally, no one can be an adviser who does 
not know what he is talking about. In gov- 
ernment that means, among other things, 
knowing the whole reason in the minds of 

«the responsible officials, their rea) difficul- 
ties, the information on which they are 
acting. 

Business men have. no trouble understand- 
ing how absurd it is when some bureaucrat 
comes to tell them how to run their busi- 
ness; the reverse is true as well, and public 
men become impatient when someone with 
a thorough knowledge of many things except 
the Government business knows just how 
the Government ought to be run. This also 
has been agreed to, it seems, and the busi- 
ness advisers are not to break into print 
until they have argued out the question with 
the responsible officials and with the Pres- 
ident. They have surrendered none of the 
rights of man, because no one has to be an 
adviser who would rather not keep quiet 
until he has heard the other side.

‘as Chamberlain and Ramsay

‘ble to do with Europe. | It use- 
less for Europe to ask America for 
military guarantees, and an Anglo- 
American alliance does not now 
seem possible. But the power 
the United States imposes some re- 
sponsibilities. Even 
alliance were possible, the British 
Empire and the United States 
might help to create peace senti- 
ment, by helping toward a recog- 
nition of Germany's claims, in so 
far as they are just claims. 
“Europe may talk of a ‘mad dog. 
but it can't destroy Germany. hence 
would better help to cure it of its 
madness. If you were to use 
full economic and moral 
for reasonable treaty revision, 
would be a way out.

FIGURES ON SCHOOL 
FINANCING IN CITY 


Attendance Up 71 Per Cent, 
Operating Expenses 50, With 
Tax Valuation Down 10. 


While attendance at the St. Louis 
public high schools has risen 71 per 
cent in the last nine years, the cost 
of operating the high schools has 
gone up only 50 per cent, but the 
assessed valuation of property in 
the city, on which the principal tax 
income of the Board of Education 
is based, decreased 10 per cent. 

Figures illustrating the difficult 
financial problem created by this 
situation were prepared for Super- 
intendent of Instruction Gerling by 
George R. Johnson, director of tests 
and measurements. 

The high school attendance in the 
school year 1926-27 was 11,064: it 
was 18,689 in 1933-34, and 19,024 in 
the current year. The increase was, 
fairly steady through 1931-32, when 
the enrollment was 13,073, but in 
the following year, 1932-33, the num- 
ber jumped to 17,853. School offi- 
cials attributed this directly to the 
depression, which deprived many 
children of the opportunity to work 
and freed them to stay in school 
longer. 


Cost of Operation. 

Cost of operating the high schools 
was $1,894,450 in 1926-27 but rose to 
$2,850,683 in 1933-34. The cost per 
pupil per year was $171 in 1926-27 
and reached a peak of $194 in 1931- 
32, but dropped to $152 last year, as

Contagion. 

The gravest menaces '0 the voung 
child's health are the contagious 
fiseases. and no cradle or nursery 's 
cafeguarded iniess Immunization 
against them is tncluded in the 
health program. When you remem- 
her that before the days of immu- 
nization against diphtheria one out 
nf every 190 children born in she 
l'nited States was destined to die 
of the disease, you can readily un- 
derstand that protection against it 
was a matter of primary importance 
These figures are based upcm the 
following computation. The birth 
rate is about 2,000,000 live births 
ner year. Before 1923 there were 
14.000 deaths from diphtheria in the 
l'nited States. This means thit 
seven out of everv 1000 children 
horn were destined to die from the 
cisease. Today, in 1934 the death 
rate has fallen. 

The grimmest destroyers of chil- 
fren are as follows: From birth to 


the age of 2 vyears,. intestinal] in- 
fection,. infantile dysentery, etc. 
This can be controlled, and has 


heen controlled in safezuarded com- 
munities bv controlling the cleanli- 
ness of the milk supply 


Menaces. 

From the age of 1 year to the 
age of 10, the greatest menace is 
diphtheria. This can be controlled 
hy immunization with diphtheria 
toxoid. The administration should 
not be given, however, until the 
child is about a year old. 

From the age of 5 to the age of 
20, a very serious menace is ty- 
phoid fever. Perhaps it is better 
to say WAS typhoid fever, for 
with the control of the water sup- 
ply it is largely a thing of the past. 
However, it is not safe to trust to 
the water supply, and inoculation 
should be done. 

Another menace which is largely 
a thing of the .past is smallpox 
but.it is a thing of the past only 
because vaccination is practically 
‘niversal. Vaccination against 
smallpox should be done at the age 
of about 6 months. 

Whooping cough is a less serious 
menace for a which a vaccine has 
been produced, althouzh as vet we 
are not perfectly certain of its 
value. 

Measles and scarlet fever are dan- 
gerous, although of recent vears 
scarlet fever has been so mild as 


to be almost negligible At any

Children run- 
ning at large in their birthday 
‘clothes while their garments are 
being washed 

A group of Gypsv flappers in one 
tent seated in a oircle round a 
mirror propped against a suitcase 
on the ground. Thev are arrayed 
‘in voluminous skirts, 19 to 15 yards 
around, of pastel shades of crepe 
de Chine, .rayon, satin or velvet 
.one girl is dressed in brocaded 
white chiffon velvet -—and in 
georgette blouses, arms and chests 
bare to the chill damp = aijr. 
‘They are applying thick layers of 
powder, lip stick and rouge and 
shaping spit curls on their fore- 
heads and in front of their ears - 
ears a-dangle with rings, necks en- 
circled: with beads and coins. 

Older women in gaudily printed 
cottons are washing dishes at im- 
| provised benches. Rains have 
‘washed the ground, leaves and 
grass are glistening. Nature has 
‘been lending a hand to all the 
cleansing processes going on. 

It is a pleasant surprise, Cleanli- 
ness is something we do not always 
-associate with Gypsies. But no “a- 
ditions were being shattered. This 
was a rare occasion. It was the 
first time in nine days any member 
of the tribe had touched water tor 
‘cleaning purposes, the first time 
anyone had removed or changed a 
'warment. It was the end of the 
‘nine days intensive mourning pe- 
| riod for Queen Lily Chewchki, who 
died May 2. 

“You musn’t sing or ’dance or 
|play games or music. You musnt 
‘even hear music. If you happen to 
hear music you must walk in the 
other direction. You musn’t chew 
gum or eat candy or other delica- 
cies. Meat you have to have, but no 
soft, civilized foods. You musnt 
mend anything or dig a ditch or 
paint anything, especially your face. 
You must not bathe or shave or 
change clothes and above all you 
must not use soap.” 

Thus Ephraim Chewchki detailed 
some of the odd items of seif-de- 
nial included in the mourning rites 
practiced according to Gypsy lew 
handed down from one generation 
to another. Ephraim is the second 
of the six sons of Queen Lily erd 
spokesman this morning in the al- 
sence of elder brother, George, wno 
in the natural line of succession will 
be formally »amed ruler of the 
tribe. King George was away fil'- 
ing wrestling enegagements. When 
he comes hack, this week, mayhe, 
lthere will be a period of feasts and

celebrations in honor of his 
ascendency. 

Of mammoth phvsigue and terri- 
fying aspect, the wrestler is known 
hereabouts, a little too wel) known 
for some of the tactics he employs 
in the ring. He has been known al) 
along as an Indian and Lo! the 
poor Indian! has tried to get away 
with such assisting materials as 
thumb tacks, brass Knucks and 
sandpaper concealed in his fists on 
the plea that he was merely aveng- 
ing the wrongs done the Indians 
hv the palefaces. It was not known 
he was half Gypsy and also of 
a royal line until the death of his 
mother disclosed the news. 

Queen Lily was a_ full-blooded 
Choctaw married to King Waso 
Chewchki, who also died about two 
months ago in Nashville. Waso 
came from Serbia and became ruler 
of the Mitchell tribe of Gypsies 
which is composed largely of rela- 
tives in whom the blood of many 
races mingle. 

Ephraim has heen a. wrestler, 
too, and though not the giant his 
brother is, still must be well over 
six feet, Asked just how tall, he 
replied, “That is something else 
we must not do while mourning. 
We must not measure anything.” 

The mourning period will last a 
vear in which everybody. in the 
tribe will wear something black, 
kerchief, ribbon, arm or hat band. 
Ephraim spoke sadly as did his stal- 
wart brothers, Trefello, Slatcho, 
Dekey, Yurka and all the cousins, 
nephews and male in-laws gathered 
in a mournful group. “She was well 
until the moment she was stricken. 
We gathered here for Easter, our 
people summoned by wire from all 
over. Easter Eve we all got drunk 
together, Mother drinking as much 
beer as anybody. She was always 
all over the camp looking after her 
people and everybody loved her.” 

Gypsies camp in this grove of 
tall trees on a hill in Luxembourg 
every spring. This year there are 
about 20 tents, some khaki colored, 
some gayly striped, and 20 or 50 
fine, big automobiles, none of the 
fancy wagons decorated with paini- 
ings, colored glass and mirrors they 
used to travel in, and no horses. 
There are about 40 men, as many 
women and, as Chewchki said, “It 
would take an adding machine ‘to 
count the children.” Scraps of 
many languages can be heard 1 
the camp, words of Choctaw, words 
from Roumania, Brazil, Russia, 
Spain, but there is one language 
common to all in which all Gypsizs 
understand each other wherever 
they meet in their wanderings over 
the world, Ephraim, who has been 
tc school at Carlysle University and 
Union High School at Edmonton, 
Alta., Canada, told me.

You 
give me something for the baby.’ 
Actually the visitor does escape 
only 25 cents worse off though 
she did not expect to, what with 
quick, dark hands darting through 
her handbag extracting a handker- 
chief, tying it in a knot, blowing on 
it and other confusing hocus pocus. 
An inventory of the purse spread 
quickly from one end of the camp 
to the other and not until every 
dime, nickel and penny had been 
accounted for in exchange did the 
swarm of fortune teliers and chil- 
dren subside. The tiniest little 
black-eyed, dark-skinned toddler, 
some who could not stand alone, 
were able to lisp, “Gimme a nickel, 
lady.” The Chief's youngest daugh- 
ter, Pansy. seated alone in the mi4- 
dle of a tent sewing for a pathetic 
rag doll would not raise her dusky 
eyes under her shock of black 
curls and show her white teeth 10 
pose for a picture until we had 
sealed the bargain with a nicke!. 
The “boss woman” of the group of 
flappers knew just how much re- 
mained in our purses when, the 
photographer and I got round to 
asking her girls to pose. She put 
her price high at first, of course, 
for the fun of haggling, but she 
did not let us escape with our last 
dollar bill. When small caange was 
exbausted a clamber for cigarettes 
set up, especially from the littlest 
ones. “A cigarette for my mother, 
for my sister, a smoke for me.” 
Cringing, whining, wheedling, one 
moment; haughty, scornful, defiant 
the next; voluble, jabbering like 
magpies, confiding in one’ breath, 
aullen and resentful of an innocent 
question, the next, were the Gypsy 
women. “Why do you wear the 
wide trailing skirts and high heeled 
slippers living out doors in all 
weather like this?” was asked. “Be- 
cause we like them. It is the style. 
Why do you wear narrow skirts and 
ugly flat. shoes?” was the angwer. 
There have been two births, one 
marriage and the one death in the 
camp. The mother of a newborn 
baby lay in an immense feather bed 
on. the carpet covered ground in 
one tent. Over the bed was ar- 
ranged a ruffled canopy of pink 
rayon. She wore a lace trimmed 
crepe de Chine nightgown. The 
baby was swaddiled in soft silk. 


There were an expensive looking 
trunk and suit cases in the tent. 
Hanging on a board rack was an 
array of those billowing skirts, some 
of gaudily printed cotton, most of 
silk, crepe and satin of every hue 
and a collection of shawls and ‘Ker- 
chiefs. There were these evidences 
of some means and luxurious tastes 
yet this woman had not asked for 
the attentions. of a doctor when her 
child was born, 

“Pouf! no,’ she_ said. 
women never get sick.” 

We hear many tales of the buying 
and selling of wives among the 
Gypsies. Proof is offered when oc, 
casionally a dispute over one of 
these transactions gets into the 
courts. I approached the question 
cautiously, asking the young bride- 
groom what dowry was provided for 
his wife. 

“My father bought us our car. 
Her father bought us our tent, 
Everybody in the camp gave us $3 
apiece for a wedding present and 
paid for the big feast. That was 
all. About buying wives, that is the 
bunk. Maybe sometimes, but not 
generally. Some of us get licenses 
and marry legally, others the 
common way, by our laws. We 
marry who we please. Our parents 
do not choose for us.” 

“And we get married to stay,” in- 
terpolated Ephraim Chewchki at 
this point. “You get married be- 
cause a fellow has a new car. We 
get married because we like some- 
body. When there is trouble be- 
tween a man and his wife, we try 
to talk them ‘back together again. 
We do not force them to stay to- 
gether, but we try to make peace 
between them.” 

“There is never any scandal, any 
home-breaking, I suppose?”’ 

“Oh, there is a little devilment 
once in a while, same as anywhere 
else,” Ephraim grinned in reply.
